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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants assert support for the amendment to claim 1 is found in the specification at paragraphs 0058, 01 08 
and 0109 that correspond to the originally filed specification on pages 10 and 18. Those sections of the specification, particularly page 10, 
last paragraph read on the "possibility of cancer recurrence" and not the definitive, certain and positive limitation of "increased risk of 
recurrence". These two recitations are not one and the same and not supported by the specification. Moreover, even if Applicants provide 
support for the proposed amendment it does not preclude the pending rejections. "Detecting an increased risk for recurrence fo cancer" 
listed in proposed amended claim 1, line 5 seems to be based on assessing the level of C2 beta 1,6-N-acetylglucosaminyltransferase and 
comparing levels between samples, which Fukuda has done. Fukuda reads on comparing samples including a control and increased risks, 
see page 1 1 , lines 36-45. Applicants' further assert in the submitted Remarks, bridging paragraph of pages 6 and 7 that the three steps 
listed in claims 17-23 are not anticipated by Fukuda and Fukuda does not disclose the sample is a cancer tissue. Applicants are reminded 
the claims do not note a cancer sample, nevertheless Fukuda cites in column 7, lines 5-15, wherein a sample from "...any biological fluid, 
cell, tissue, organ or portion thereof that includes or potentially includes cell expressing C2GnT-M" from samples obtained from an 
individual. It is clear C2GnT-M is expressed in cancer, hence the art reads on a cancer sample. .. 
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
